How the Jeannette Crew Could 
Have Been Rescued. 

Jerome Collins’ Brother Will Ask Con- 
gress to Order Another Investigation 
—Information That Has Never Reached 
the Public. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, February 25.—Dr. Collins, a brother 
of Jerome J. Collins, who lost his life in the Jean- 
nette expedition, leaves to-day for Washington, 
where he intends to petition Congress to order a 
further and more thorough investigation of the 
circumstances attending the loss of the vessel 
and a@ portion of her crew. Last evening the doc- 
tor Was called upon at the residence of his broth- 
er, Mr. Bernard Collins, at No. 180 Steuben street, 
Brooklyn. Inthe course of a talk with him some 
of the grounds upon which he pases his petition 
were ascertained. He referred briefly to the 


troubles on board the Jeannette up to the time 
she was lost in the ice, and said that his brother 
had not received just treatment at the hands of 
Lieut-Commander DeLong. wiich he said he could 
prove bv letters found on the body of 
his brother, Although deprived of any 
authority. Dr. Collins said his brother performea 
all the duties he was able to while DeLong was 
‘sleep. Just before the boats separated Collins 
and Bartlett were hunting on the Semensofski I<+l- 
ands, Before they returned from their excur- 
sion Jerome told Bartleti that be thought the ex- 
pedition would turn out similar to that of Frank- 
lin. and insisted that if anything should happen 
to him that Bartlett would carry home his docu- 
ments, giving a history of the entire voyage and 
experience of the party. ““When the boats separa- 
ted,” said the doetor, “Melville at once struck for 
ithe Lena anda reached one of its mouths after a long 
and perilous journey.

Danen- 
hower asked t} accompany him, hoping to fall in 
with some of the DeLong party, but Melville re- 
fused his consent. After Kusmah started, Dan- 
enhower reminded Melville that he bad given no 
directions to Kusmah.to spread the loss of the 
DeLonye party «mong the natives. Danenkower 
then, and not til then, was allowed to go and warn 
the natives along the route to Bulun to look out 
for the lost navigators, This was the only 
direction given by Melville tooking tothe relief 
of DeLong. Kusmah did not return uaotil October 
29. when he brought aletter from Ninderman 
and Noros, whom he said he had met at Seven 
Houses, The letter said that the DeLong party 
was starving and needed help immediately. The 
excuse was Offered before the court of inquiry at 
Washington that Melville woujd noto to the re- 
liet of DeLong because be had no dogs or 
sledges.

When itis understood that the 
distsnce from this point to where the bodies were 
found is only 115 miles, ineluding all the windings 
of the Lena, Which Ninderman and Noros fol- 
lowed, it will be seen that, had Melville made a 
forward move instead of consulting his own com- 
fort and that of his party, regardiess of the. fate 
of his companions, he would have reached 
DeLong and bis party before any of them, with 
the possible exception of Ericsson, haa 
died. The weather was mild and 
no great storms had set In, so there was no possi- 
ble excuse in these respects. Melville remained 
thirty-three days in Geoomvillocke. Had he 
pushed on as be was urged to do by Danenhower 
and many others of the party he could have 
reached DeLong’s party in five days at the long- 
est. Supposin he found notraces of the party, 
knowing the route down the river Lena, which 
the captatn would take, he woula have started a 
party northward with supplies, and Ninderman 
and Noros would have been founda before reach- 
ing Buleour. Having ascertained from them the 
exact position and condition of the 
captain’s party, their rescue was a 
foregone conclusion, As soon as the Information 
of the loss of the Jeannette reached the United 
Siates Dr. Collins sald he demuaded an _ investi- 
gation. A naval court of inquiry, which had 
provea to bea perfect farce, had been ordered 
and held. Shortly after the court of inquiry be- 
gin t's sessions, he submitted questions to the 
Judge Advocate General, asking that they be put 
to the witnesses. That official promised to com- 
ply with his request. The whole matter would 
be judged from a naval standpoint, however, he 
added, and he then became satisfied 
that the Inquiry would result in a, 
perfect farce, and he says he was not 
mistaken. No evidence was permittea to be in- 
troduced which could throw light upon the true 
nature of the case, ““During the sittingof tne 
court of inquiry.” he added, “I received a letter 
from the official stenographer. ¢aying that he had 
in lig possession facts obtained from conversa- 
tions held with the survivors, which bore out my 
charges substantially, and that for a considera- 
tion be would furnish the affidavits of these per- 
sons and get their testimony. I have a large 
mass of information which has neverreached the 
public,and it will be so conclusive that if Congress

FOREIGN BUILT SHIPS. 

The Shipping Commitiee this mornin took up 
the Dil to admit roreign buiit ships to American 
registry free of duty. and yoted 3 to 6 to report It 
adversely. Those voting in favor of the bill were 
Messrs. Slocum, Throckmorton and Deuster ; in 
the nezative, Messrs Dingley, Long, Hunt, George, 
O'Neill and Leere.

SUICIDE IN SPAIN. 

The Secretary of State received a cablegram 
this morning from Minister Foster at Madrid, 
announcing the death by suicide at Alicante, 
Spain, of James R. Pariridge, who was residing 
there on account of ill-health. Mr. Partridge was 
in the United States diplomatic service for 
mahy vears at Brazil and other South American 
countries, his last being at Lima. 

THE ALLEGED DANVILLE RIOTS. 

The first witness before the Danville Investi- 
gating Committee was Congressman John _5. 
Wise, who stated the issues of the various Vir- 
ginia campaigns. “The Funder party” said he, 
“sought to perpetuate the race issue.” He intro- 
duced papers to show that the Whites brought om 
the difficulty at Danviile for political purposes, 
having despaired of winning the contest other- 
wise. Senator Sherman asked if the Funders 
were inspired by objections to persons or to race, 
Witness said it was an objection to race. The 
men appointed were unobjectionabie. :

THE O'DONNELL RESOLUTION AGAIN, 

In compliance with a request made by Repre- 
sentative Hewitt of New York ana Representa- 
tive Belmont, the House Committee oy Foreign 
Affairs to-day made public the letter addressed 
to the former by the British Minister, Which was 
submitted to the committee last Thursday. It is 
as follows: 

“British Legation, January 14, 1884. 

DEAR MR. Hikwitr—in reply to your note of 
yesterday, asking me whether in the course ofa 
s0Cial Visit you Were kind enough to pay me some 
days ago, you said or did anything which could 
be construced as an ‘apolugy’ ior sour action in 
moving a resolution in ibs 0’ Donne 
case, 1 have only to say that 
Idid notregard what you said to me in 
the light of an apology for the resolution, but as 
an explanation of the peculiar circumstances 
which prompted it on your part in the interest of 
the friendly relations which exist between the 
two countries. This impression was moreover 
strengthened by your aliusion to the moderate 
language in your opinion of the resolution, which 
you gave as a reason why you thought 
the request for delay in the execution 
of the sentence should be granted, and 
by your saying that olher resolutions less con- 
siderate in farm had been proposed to you and as 

you were informed would have been offered if 
you had not framed one so satisfactory to both 
sides of the House as not to meet with a single 
objection, which would have defeated it. 1 may 
add I could not presume there was any evidence 
from what you said of any want of sincerity on 
your part in moving the resolation in question.

Why St. Louis Lost the 
Convention. 


A Declaration for Tilden Was the Prime 
Cause of Defeat—Chicago and Her 
Money—A Champagne Bill of $3,500 
Run Up in One Saloon. 


The larger part of the delegation sent from this 
city to Washington to secure the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention arrived back home this morn- 
ing and quietly dispersed, several of them going 
to their places of business, but the majority seek- 
ing theif homes in search of balm for their disap- 
pointments and rest for their travel-worn 
bodies. Among those who sought 
their offices was Marcus A. Wolff, 


whom & Post-DISPATCH reporter met and ques- 
tioned as to the real causes of the delecation’s 
failure. He said: “The first thing that beat us 
was cash. The Chicago delegation had all the 
money they needed, and spent it like water, The 
citizens at large, the hotel mey, the gamblers, the 
saloon-keepers and less respectable persons were 
all levied upon for the convention fund, and re- 
sponded generously. They spent beiween $40,000 
and $50,000, and spent it to good purpose. One 
saloon-keeper alone took in $3,500 of Chi- 
cago money for champagne alone. They feasted 
alli whom it was advantageous to cultivate and 
won several over by sheer force of profuse hos- 
pitality. Then the ola Tilden cry helped to beat 
us. John G. Priest‘had hardly reached Washing- 
ton before he announced to a reporter .that he 
was in favor of Samuel J. Tilden and the old 
ticket. This was published aud the: effect was 
most disasterous. it wasin vain that we pro- 
tested that we were seeking to belp no candidate. 
The flat-footed announcement to the contrary by 
as prominenta politician as John G. Priest 
solidified the supporters of allthe other candi- 
dates and made our fightsagainst them « hopeless 
one. We were veaten when we got there, and 
only the hardest and most careful work could 
lave turned the tide in our favor. Vest made a 
splendid efforton our behalf, but Carter Har- 
rison’s logic Was more availing. He went around 
‘among the committeemen telling them thatif 
they came to St. Louis they’d not be able 
to enjoy themselves. He told them 
that the gambling houses had wll 
been closed, which would resuit in their not be- 
ing able to enjoy themselves at ail at night. 
He showed thein that they could have all the 
gambling they wantedin Chicago, and there is 
no denying that his direct arguments were very 
efficacious. The use of money was, however, 
what turned the tide against us. Chicago gained 
a great point when it was decided that the vote 
should be taken in secret session. Of course | 
don’t charge that monev was used directly to edr- 
rupt.

A DARING ROBBERY. 


Marks & Son, Jewelers, of Troy, N. ¥., Lose 
$50,000. 
By Telegraph to the Pos Datch, 

Troy, N. Y., February 25.— The most daring 
and successful robbery ever perpetrated in this 
city occurred at the diamond and jewelry store of 
Emmanuel Marks & Son, on River street, shortly 
before daylight yesterday. An old safe, in 
which was kept t stock of diamonds 
and valuable waiches, stood in the front of the 
store near the window, and was plainly visible 
from the street. A gas jet was left burning in 
the store at night. On the trays in the safe were 
a large number of finger rings and bracelets set 
with diamonds and other precious stones and 
avout 150 gold and silver watches. A large pum- 
ber of Gitamond studs were in a wooden compart 
ment, and in the “oom part of the safe were the 
loose diamonds. clerk entered the store shortly 
after 9®’clock to extinguish the if 2*: and found 
the safe broken open, one of e doors lying 
on the floor, where also was a ‘complete set 
of burglars’ tools. The safe hada been 

FORCED OPEN BY WEDGES, 
for although aequantity of powder was sprinkled 
around the floor there were no indications that it 
bad been used on the safe. The entire contents 
had been removed and carried tothe rear of the 
store, where they were spread on the fleor and 
carefally assorted, only valuable articles being 
taken.

FOR SALE. 

One feature of St. Louis which Mr. 
BisHoP neglected to mention in his pleasant 
article on St. Louis in Harper’s Magazine is 
the larger number of wayside tablets with 
the. inscription, “For Sale.” Every vacant 
lot in St. Louis sports at jeast one and some- 
times three or four of these decorations, and 
they give the stranger the impression that 
each inhabitant contemplates moving away 
as soon as he has sold his lot. 
Yet this is a great mistake. Nobody has 
any intention of moving away, and nobody 
wants to sell hislot. ‘These wayside monu- 
ments serve for every other purpose except 
the one they announce. They advertise the 
real estate firms whose names they bear; 
they furnish targets for scheolboys to throw 
stones at; they amuse the property owners 
and furnish them with an excuse for not 
building. Every one says: “If I were not 
going to sell that property I would improve 
As it is, he neither sells nor improves. 
Meanwhile, while three-fourths of the area 
of St. Louis east of Grand avenue is unim- 
proved, people are rushing west of Grand 
avenue in the vain desire to get away from 
each other, demanding grading and paving 
and curbing, and guttering and sewers, and 
water and gas, and street cars and police, 

nd engine houses and publie schools. We 
eet to meet all these expenses for an area 
three times greater than we occupy, and then 
wonder why taxes are high and real estate 
dull. 
Take down the signs and build up the va- 
cant spaces. 


A CENSUS FRAUD. 

The extent to which corporation influence 
shapes or colors official work in this country 
appears even in the census report of railroad 
statistics for 1880. The total mileage at that 
time is put down at 87,801, and the total cost 
of construction and equipment at $4,530,412, - 
634, or an average of $51,610 per mile 

It is notorious that these figures represent, 
not the actual cost alone, but also an amount 

of stealage and water almost equal to the 
cost. They represent the whole amount of 
stock and bond indebtedness which the man- 
agers can make-the railroads carry, and on 
which they undertake to make the traffic pay 
liberal dividends. Take tke Central Pacific 
for instance, which was built entirely with 
donations of public Jands and loans of pub- 
lic money, the stockholders not paying a dol- 
lar for their stock. By organizing themselves 
into another corporation, a construction 
company, and letting the contracts to them- 
selves, they watered the indebtedness and 
cost of the road to an enormous amount 
and besides levying tolls to yield big divi- 
dends on this amount, compelled the public 
in a few years to pay them enough additional 
to build another transcontinental line, the 
Southern Pacific. Through another corpora- 
tion, of which they are the sole members, 
the Western Development Company, they 
have smuggled the surplus earnings of the 
Central Pacific into different railroads upon 
which the Government has no lien for its 
loan tothe Central Pacific, now amounting 
to $50,000,000, 

Congress, with ample power expressly 

reserved to protect the Government from this 
swindle, and the traffic of the country from 
this outrageous extortion, has calmly permit- 
ted it to goon, And even in publishing the 
census reports, our Government sends out 
with its indorsement a statement of the cost 
of constructing railroads which is notori- 
ously fictitious and made only to sustain a 
gigantic system of fraud and extortion. The 
census, Which has cost so much and has been 
so Jong forthcoming, gives us nothing but 
just such figures as the stock-waterers are 
willing to put forth in support of their as- 
serted right to charge “all the traffic will 
bear.” It shows to what base uses they put 
our Government machinery, when we find 
them giving fuller ana better information to 
railroad publications like Poor’s Manual. 


A GREAT many people who might believe 
that the Water Gas Company was av honest 
concern are prevented from maintaining any 
such belief by the peculiar advertisements 
which that concern inserts in the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, These advertisements appear under 
the thin disguise of “interviews,” and letters

We.do not care under what fraudulent pre- 
tenses the managers of the Water Gas Com-.

A Frenchman's Experience With 
the Wild Men of the West. 


Cattle Ranches in Montana—A Dishonest 
Speculator’s Scheme Thwarted—Vil- 
lard’s Friends Along the Northern 
Pacific. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 25.—The Marquis De 
Mores, a ranchman, arrived in this city from his 
headquarters on the Little Missouri, In Moctana, 
on Saturday.

boys in that neighborhood, who threatened him

OUR HANDS ARE TIED. 
Assessor Lange Explains Some of 
the Assessment Phenomena, 

, Cen assess 
Legislation Needed to Enable the City to 
‘ Make Fair Assessments Every Year— 
He Promises There Shall be no Fall- 
Off This Year. 


Referring tothe article in Saturdny’s Post- 
DISPATCH concerning curious features of the 
Assessor's books, Mr. Lange, president of the 
Board of Assessors, saia this morning: 

“You will readily see that,so far as the ecom- 
parison of the figures of 1882 and 1883 are con- 
cerned, this department is not a subject of 
criticism. If the city in 1883-4 failed to derive any 
revenue through taxation from the improye- 
ments made in 1882-3,, tne fault lies 
in the law and not 1D those 


who execute it. You gee the law provides that 
our district assessors, instead of assessing real 
estate Cvery year, must allow each assessmeut to 
stand for two years. For instance, if.a piece of 
properiy was vacant on the first day of June, 1882, 
It Was assessed as vacant property. If during thie 
next month a fine buliding is ereeted on il, we 
ure not allowed to assess that building iu 1883, 
but are compelied to copy the assessment 
as Made before the house was built. In fact the 
real estate assessment of 1882 has to serve as a 
basis for the taxes of 1883 and the taxes of 1884, 
Lhe figures being copied from the books of oue 
year into those of ihe next. Therefore it 
makes no difference how may Duiidings are 
erected in the year following an assessment of 
real estate, not one of them is made the subject 
of taxation till the second year thereafter.” 

‘What was the purpose of the framers of the 
law in making one assessment serve for two 
years?” 

“Well, I suppose it was that the cust of an as- 
sesshient every year in the rural districis would be 
grc.ter than the increase of taxation would war- 
vant. The improvements in the country are uot 
rapid, aud an assessment every second year keeps 
uD Wilh them closely enough. I think that the 
city should have been exempted from this pro- 
Vision, aud should be left free to inake an assess- 
ment every year. This ought to be done, tot 
only im justice to the ceity, but wm 
justice to such citizens, for instance, as lose their 
buildings through fire during tue interval between 
assessments, und yet have to pay taxes Just as 
though the structures were still standiag. L am 
surprised that no attempt has been made before 
this to huve the law amended in this respect.” 

“Aud do you employ the same number of as* 
S€Ssors euch year as though tie real estate assess” 
Wents were annual?’ 

“Certainly. The assessors have to co over the 
entire field in off years, just as in the years when 
Licey assess ihe real estaic. Personal property, 
you kiiow, is assessed annually, and they have to 
serve potices on all property owners 
through their respective disiricts, requesting 
them to come in and report tLeir personaity. In 
C4se6 a property owner fails to respond and suomit 
his report oy a viveu time, the Ass@€ssor WUst get 
from the best possible sources such information 
as Will enable him to make a lair assessment of 
ibe delinquent’g possession. Of course, while do- 
ing this work, the assessors could just as well as 
NOL reassess the realty.” 

“So that an annual assessment would cost no 
more than the bienuial assessmeut DOW Cosis,” 

*Certaialy not,’ > 

“What is the explanation of the difference be- 
tween the totais of ussessments in 1382 and 1883?” 

“The difference either lies in the assessments 
of personal property, or in the reductions 
made by the beard on realty. ‘luere 
can be bo Increase on reality, because, as I told 
you, We are bouisd in the off year to simply copy 
the figures of the assessment ‘year. If anew 
church is erected the effect 1s to take the property 
on which itis built off of the assessment list for 
that year, bec.use the church makes it ¢xempt 
from taxation. IL think you will hud, however, 
that the chief reduc.ions are on persunalty. For 
instance, When a large estate isin the Probate 
Court, it becomes a matter of public record, and 
we Can get at the cash, notes, ponds, etc., for as 
sessment. Wuen the estate is settled, however, 
ibe uieirs take their shares and put the casa in 
their pockets. Ontbe next assessmeut day no 
return of cash or bonds is made by them, and 
ot course the toLal of personally 
is reduced that much. You know 
it is hardly one man in athousand that ackuowl 
edges to the Assessor that be has any Cush, Some 
of them adopt a yery effeciive plan to enable 
themselves 10 swear that they have none. On ibe 
31>t day of May ihey invest all their available 
money in Government bonds, which are exempt 
fromm taxation, and thisenables them to swear 
that they had not a dollar of cash on that 
uate. On the second dsy of Juve they 
sell the bonds back to the broker, and even 
though they lose an eighth of a Cent or something 
like that it is far cneaper tban to pay a tax rate 
of two aud a half cents on the amount.” 

“The biennial assessmeut, while ii explains the 
fact that assessments did not ihcréase last 
year over 1882 does not explain 
why St. Louis is apparently but litile becter off 
than she Was Six years ago?” 

“No, of cuurse not, But we are correcting that 
condition of affairs very rapidiy. Aithough there 
Was seennngly a small tall-off last year, l am 
sate in saying that there wiil be an 
increase of ten miluon dollars in the 
assessments thig year, and { will not 
be greatly surprised if it reaches twenty mrilious.

That Mr. Lange has stroug backing for his view 
that the law should be aménded so asto enable 
the city to make annual assessments ean be- 
a eete by taking the figures of any year. For in 
stance, the buildings erected in 188% represented 
an assessment of five millions; so that, 
were an assessment made last year, the reve- 
nue would have been increased $125,000 without 
one dollar of extra cost. During tite past nine 
vears, had an annual assessment been possible, 
Lhe city would have received about $375,000 more 
than it did receive from taxation.

Mr. Ewald Discusses the “Hot 
Wheat” Question in Forci- 
ble Language, 


He Wants to Know What Messrs. Wing 
and Smith Wonld Do Under Certain 
Circumstances—A Meeting Called. 


Inasmuch as there is copsiderable talk on 
’Chapge regarding the petition concerning bad 
wheat, the views of several of the niembers were 
taken on the subject. The following were those 
of Mr. Jacob Ewald, Chairman of tue Committee 
on Wheat Inspection: “The gooi part of the 
petition is not original with the originators of the 
petition, and, in the shape in which they put it, is 
impracticable, while the original part, which 
is contained in the second clause, 


is also impracticable. The gist of the first part 
of the petition is as foliows: “—— and suggest. 
that you require the rece'pis for any so-called 
No. 2 wheat which has ceased to be of that grade 
to be surrendered and canceied and the amounts 
deducted from the stocks of No. 2, and that new 
receipts for special bin wheat be issued In piace 
thereof.” Now in case the directory decide to 
accede to the demands of the petiiioners, their 
duty woulu be to call hi the receipis of elevators 
wherever bad wheat is found. We 
will suppose that bad wheat is 
found in the Venice and Union Elevators, where 
Mr. Wiay, one of the petitioners, owns some 259,- 
000 Dusiielis. What would Mr. Wing say if the 
directory demanded that he send his receipts to 
ihe registration office for cancellation and 
accept in lieu thereof wheat in special bins; ° or, 
what would Mr. Alex. H.Smith say if the same de- 
mand was made on him. regardiue the wheat 
wuich be holds in the East St. Louis Elevator? 
My idea is that their answers wouid be very short 
abd crusty,and they would svon prove to 
the directors what an exceedingly 
stupid and impracticable rule they had adopted. 
As i said at \he beginning, this part of tie peti- 
tion is not original with the authors of the peti- 
tion, but is original with the commitiee in whose 
charge the grain inspection is, and was originated 
lo apply to special elevators which heim and 
owned all the wheat in their bouses. Had the 
petitioners had the courage to particularize tue 
houses they were aiming at, the idea woud have 
been worilt something, but when they gereralize 
as to houses it ts youd for ho.liiig, aS 
the directory ure requested to demand of the gea- 
eral trade that which they have uo right to de- 
mand. Now, bote the stupidity of the set- 
ond clause of ihe petition. Mr. Wing and Mr. 
Smith retuse point Dlaak to send their receipts to 
Lhe registres for canorilation and tor change to 
special binWwieat. Tien the directory is instruct- 
ed by the petition to deciare those clevators ir- 
reguiar because thev_ refuse to have their 
receipts canceled, What, in that. case, 
will Mr. Jxecksun or Mr. Grier, wrest 
deuts of those elevators, say? I tuink 
their anawer will sound more crusty add decided 
thantuat of Messrs. Wing and Smith, aud il, un- 
der the circumstuneces, the directory cared to de- 
clare the houses irreguiar they would = soon, 
through tie courts, teach the Exchange now to 
attend tu lisowu = affairs. Now, as it was ex- 
plained in last Saturday’s Post-DIsPATCH, the 
bad wheat in elevators is under the perfect cot- 
trol of the directory through its grain committee. 
The trade was protected from a heavy loss by the 
posting of this wheat, and the situation could not 
possibly De In better shape up to tis date, and, 
if the signers of tie petilion wiil 
only bave patience for a few days, ihey will find 
that the officers of the Exchange are not oniy 
fully awure uf the importance of the matter, but 
are Working and have been working to get the 
inatter straight. One more thing 1 willadd and 
that is, that not oOnceina thousand times would 
elevator men in any of the markets of (iis coun- 
try Nave assumed the losses wiich will probably 
be made through grain out of condition ia our 
elevators, and which might, by the 
posting of tie grain. have been shifted 
upon the trade. These losses our elevator mea 
have so far assumed, and it speaks highly to their 
credit and honor that they have doue so. 
PRESIDENT FRANCIS 

unequivocally indorsed the above views and said; 
“The idea of cancellation of No. receipts and 
issues of special bin receipts was certainly not 
original with the author of the petitiun, but Was 
first suygested to me ten days ago by Mr. Ewald, 
and, whilst we have douvted our right as officers 
2 desony Exchauge to euforce it, we have leit no 
stone unturned to effect the same resulfin a 
manner which would be satisfaciory to both the 
trade and the elevaters, aud would = place 
no responsibility on the Exchange. We bad al- 
most accomplisned that eud when tye petition 
was presented tothe Board. A meeting of the
